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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments are largely directed to 
what the cited references teach individually. However, it is axiomatic that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejection, as here, is based on a combination of references. In re Young, 403 F.2d 754, 159 USPQ 725 (CCPA 
1968); In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413,208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). For example, applicant argues that Mizuta does not disclose forming a 
metal post while the resist layer exist as here claimed. However, Yoshiaki, Hikari, or Natsuya, not Mizuta, is employed in the rejection to 
show that feature of the claimed process. The same arguments apply for all the rejected claims. Therefore the combined teaching of 
Mizuta with the applied references do teach or make obvious all the limittions of the rejected claims 1 ,3-6,9-14,30,31 ,34-41 and 44-49. 
The final rejection should be sustained. 
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
